'This is the Defense Depart- 
ment's main job. tie said. But In

"There are those who contend 
that we cannot do both at the 
same time," Wilson said* "We re- 
fuse to accept this defeatist at- 
titude We are making progress 
in: achieving both of these objec- 
ftres."

Simonton's house is a bit on 
the unique side — ifs made of 
baled hay. More unusual than its 
composition is the fact the house 
has been standing for nearly 46 
years and is in good shape. 
John Simonton, father of the 
present o w n'e r, homesteaded 
three miles east of Purdum and 
built the house of baled hay on 
the north bank of the North 
Loup River. 


Built In 1908 
, 


"Ours was built in May, 1908," 
he explained. "The bales were 
aid like ordinary brick though 
no mortar was used. 
We did 
use a little clay and mud here 
and there to fill holes, though. 
"Willows were driven through 
he top two bales ail the way 
around to hold them in place," 
Jimonton explained. "Then long 
)olts were driven into the bales 
o which a wooden plate was 
fastened to provide a base'on 
which to tie the roof. 
"With the roof on. the hay was 
allowed to settle for about a 
month before plaster was applied 
to the outside, he said. "The in- 
side is finished about like any 
other house. Walls are papered 
and oartitions are made of regu- 
lar frame construction.' 
Simonton recalled that the to- 
tal material cost for the building 
was about $480. In all, about 
seven tons of baled hay were 
used. 


Seven Tons 
The bales, he said, were made 


in a hand-fed baler powered by 
horses. They were similar to to- 
day's bales, except that those in 
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the comers of the building -were 
smaller. 
"Hose people Tsrsre a bit' 
leery," he said. "They thought 
the nouses wouldn't last and 
would be full of rats and mice, 
but I guess they got fooled. Rats 
and mice haven't given anymore 
trouble there than in any other 
house." 


One wall, he said, was pulled 
out last summer and "the bales 
looked as good as they did when 
we put tnem in." He mentioned, 
though, thst water had seeped 
in around the windows, causing 
the hay to rot "We may have to 
tear out the remaining hay walls 
this summer." 
Simonton's son, JDjorn, now 
lives in the house which he says 
is "warm in winter and cool in 
the summer.

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Junket For Governors 


We we told tvtry effort is being nude by 


the administration to balance toe budget and 
to reduce taxes. 


We haven't the slightest notion bow much 


it will-cost to send a delegation'of governors 
abroad to Korea to appraise the situation 
there lor the benefit of the American people— 
or whether these governors will be expected 
to pay their own way. 


It is an interesting delegation which will 


make the trip, the news columns reveaL It 
will be headed by Gov. Thornton of Colorado, 
who is chairman of the governors' conference. 
His selection to head the junket is in no way 
complicated by the fact that he was one of 


the chief boosters for President Elsenhower 
against the late Bob Taft. Then .there is Gov. 
Allan Shivers of Texas. He bolted his own 
party's nominee to support Mr. Eisenhower. 
Next is Gov. John Fine of Pennsylvania. He 
fell in line for Elsenhower after some court- 
ing. Then already eager for the trip, with 
tongues hanging out, are Gov. Murray of Ok- 
lahoma and Gov. Kennon of Louisiana. There 
may not be money for an expanded soil con- 
servation program or for resource development 
in the Missouri Basin, but if Uncle Sam picks 
up the check for this junket, the pursestrings 
are not being pulled tight as they could and 
should be. 


Benson's Nebraska Visit 


In the clatter of events, Secretary of Ag- 


riculture Benson's first Nebraska visit may 
not have received the attention it deserved, 
with agriculture the chief source of Ne- 
braska income. 


Mr. Benson was greeted by an overflow 


audience at Columbus in the afternoon in a 
farmer-businessman gathering. 
He bad an 


excellent attendance in Omaha where he 
spoke to the Fanners Union. 


The Star's representative at the Columbus 


meeting reported to the editor that Mr. Ben- 
son, one of the two controversial figures in 
the Eisenhower administration, got a polite 
but anything but enthusiastic reception from 
his listeners there. 
The applause was 


courteous but the heart wasn't in it. Chris 
Milius, just elected to his 14th term as head 
of the Farmers Union, a member of Benson's 
advisory council, is palsy-walsy with Benson's 
farm ideas, we assume, but after re-electing 
him and listening to Benson, the organization 
went on record through resolution in favor 
of the present fixed farm price support pro- 
gram and against Mr. Benson's pet crusade 
for a flexible support program based upon 75 
to 90 per cent of parity. 


In short, Secretary Benson did not sell his 


plan to Nebraskans. We doubt that he won 
any new converts, or that in spite of all his 
fervor and zeal, he convinced ^anyone that 
back of his plait was sound knowledge and 
thinking about the farmer and the farmer's 
lot. The most obvious absurdity upon which 
Benson hammers day after day is that stanza 
in his pong which reads that the problem of 
surpluses will be cured by lower support 
prices. No doubt Mr. Benson believes it. He 
likes to sing it. But there is nothing on which 
he can put his finger to establish the fact 
that lower prices encourage the farmer to 
produce less, thus avoiding surpluses which 
depress prices. Most Nebraskans from actual

For years the University of Nebraska, 


through its Graduate College has been issuing 
degrees for advanced study. Any teacher in 
the Nebraska- public school system -desiring 
to qualify himself or herself for a doctor's 
degree faced no problem In getting tt beyond 
conTpIyJnr with the conditions and require- 
ments tinder which the degree was issued by 
the graduate college. 


To reduce this distressing hassle on the 


campus of the University of Nebraska to 
simplest terms, that did not -vitisfy the ruling 
powers of the Teachers College, including 
Dean Henzlik and his associates. They wanted 
to issue a doctor's degree of their own—a 


"D. of Ed" — for the 
teacher. In setting up 
the conditions for it, 
there was more empha- 
sis upon teaching meth- 


ods and administration, at the sacrifice of the 
the broad cultural foundations of education. 
We think the administration of the University 
of Nebraska, the Board of Regents, made a 
tragic mistake in setting up provision for a 
doctor's degree in the Teachers College, and 
in so doing, yielding to an incessant pressure 
and clamor from the ranks of the school men 
who may discover before all this business is 
over that they were not serving their own best 
cause. Nothing in the controversy is new. It 
has been in progress for years. The Teachers 
College has been edging in year after year, its 
foot in the door, seeking greater dominance 
and influence in the life of a university com- 
posed of a number of colleges.

It is aa attitude that 
does not make sense either fat terms of 
sensible administrative policy or sound intel- 
lectual goals.

history which is generally conceded to have 
been a running chronicle of justification by 
figures of power who lived to tell the story 
their way because they were the survivors. 
He has chosen to regard the true story of 
civilization as one portraying humankind re- 
sponding to challenge, oblivious in its great 
movements to petty conquerors and famous 
battles. 


If, history is to be a textbook toward which 


humankind can turn with real reliance it 
must reveal great truths. It must show action 
and its accurate reaction. It must be a guide 
to the future by examples from the past. If 
it is not that and does not do those things it is 
a false and ruinous teacher. 


Whether Toynbee has detected the con- 


straining principles of civilization remains to 
be seen. It must be admitted that he has ad- 
vanced a formula that is indeed provocative. 
But time will telL Human kind will have to 
apply its problems to his yardstick, if his 
processes and principles are right the results 
will reveal it. 
If he is right, then he lias 


given to the world something greater than 
atomic fision. He will have shown the way 
of calculating the future.

The president of Canada's atomic energy 


control board said something recently that de- 
serves to be repeated and marked for the at- 
tention of Americans who wish to look wisely 
to the future. 


At a dinner given in his honor in Ottawa, 


Dr. C. J. Mackenzie spoke of the increase in 
effectiveness and equality of Canadian science 
during the past several years and then added: 


"But of greater importance, our~ govern- 


ments and the people have recognized that 
effective national science is one of the essen- 
tial activities on which the strength and well- 
being of a modern nation depends, in peace 
as well as in war." 


The Canadian people have implemented 


their understanding by providing generous 
financial support ofr their National Research 
financial support for their National Research 
increased 30 per cent and government reve- 
nues have risen eight-fold. But the Canadian 
government is spending 16 times as much on 
research as it was spending in 1939. 


In the United States, research has led to a 


great flowering in many branches of science, 
and to the production of consumer goods hi 
bewildering variety and of high quality. Yet 
there are those who argue that we could do 
with less research—or that it should be left 
wholly to private initiative. 


Industry has made great strides in research 


and spends an increasing amount on it an- 
nually. That is a healthy development But 
this country also needs a vigorous and ex- 
panding program of research under govern- 
mental auspices.

All of- this is why Senate Ju- 
diciary Chairman "Wild BUT 
Langer of North Dakota has 
bluntly notified the Justice De- 
partment that his committee 
will hold up Warren's confirma- 
tion until it gets a full FBI re- 
port on him. 


Meanwhile. Langer has "sent 
his own investigators to the West 
Coast to check into 97 complaints 
that the Judiciary Committee has 
r e c e i v e d against the dis- 
tinguished 
and much-revered 
ex-governor of California. Many 
of these complaints appear to be 
from^cranks. 


It was at the prodding of Sen. 
Eastland that linger requested 
an FBI report several weeks ago. 
When it failed to arrive, Langer 
phoned Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Bill Rogers and repeated his 
demand. 


"But Earl Warren is one of 


the most distinguished men in 
this country. He has been elected 
governor of his state three 
times," protested Rogers. 


"Well, he's going to be treated 


just like everyone else who 
comes • before our committee," 
snorted the North Dakotan. 


Langer then made it clear that 


Warren won't be confirmed to 
the nation's highest judicial post 
until an FBI investigation has 
been made. 


Chief source of the complaints 
against Warren, California's ex- 
Attorney General Howser, who 
would like to see Warren's con- 
firmation blocked, was over- 
whelmingly 
defeated for 
re- 
election after this column ex- 
posed his friendship with Cali- 
fornia's gamblers. Howser sued 
for'libel but a jury ruled that 
the charges were true. Howser, 
incidentally, was elected attor- 
ney general of California, not 
appointed by Warren, and the 
two men were at loggerheads 
most of the time. In fact War- 
ren appointed a special crime 
commission, operated by War- 
ren Onley, now U. S. assistant 
attorney general, which kept an 
eye on Hawser's activity.

A DEMOCRAT ON LINCOLN 
Now that all the high-powered 
oratory 
commemorating 
Lin- 
coln's birthday, most of it by 
Republicans, has died down and 
Congress is ready to get back to 
work, it might be interesting to 
note the speech of a Democrat- 
Sen. Torn Burke of Ohio. 


Mr. Burke, long-time mayor of 


Cleveland, made a modest little 
speech about Lincoln the other 
day which hardly got a line in 
the newspapers and certainly 
isn't going to be relished by 
some of the boys oa Capitol Hill. 
Among other things, he dug up 


some pungent quotes from Lin- 
coln. 


"Lincoln," said Sen. Burke, 
"was deeply preoccupied with 
the rights of people, not just the 
high and rnignty, but of all the 
people. Lincoln was opposed to 
sacrificing principle for political 
gaii and he was opposed to'sae- 
rificing people for political gain. 
"Lincoln said: "Never add the 
weight of ... 
character to a, 
charge against (a) fellow man, 
without knowing it to be true 
... I believe it is an established 
maxim in morals that he who 
makes an assertation without 
knowing whether it is true or 
false, is guilty of falsehood, and 
the accidental truth of the asser- 
tion does not justify or excuse 
him. This maxim ought to be 


particularly held in view when 
we contemplate an attack upon 
the reputation of our neighbor.' 


"Recently Postmaster General 


Summerfield," continued Burke,. 
"said in a prepared, speech that 
the government had rid itself of 
2,200 security risks and added 
this calculated phrase, 'Some- 
how I do not feel too amiably 
inclined toward people who 
make treason a preoccupation.' 


"Lincoln said: 'I believe we ' 


need nothing so much as to get 
rid of unjust suspicion of one 
another.' 


"The President's legal coun- 
sel, Bernard Shanley," continued 
Burke, "recently asserted that 
'1,456 subversives have been 
kicked out of the government 
since the President took office.' 
"Lincoln said: 'Persisting in a 
charge which one does not know 
to be true is simply malicious 
slandej.' 


"The 
administration," 
con- 


tinued Sen. Burke, "has said that 
it is not feasible to break down 
the categories of the security- 
risk cases to show how many 
were suspect of treason and how 
many were guilty or suspect of 
misconduct. 


"Lincoln said: 'A man cannot 


prove the negative, but he has 
the right to claim that when one 
makes an affirmative charge 
he must offer some proof to 
show the truth of what he 
says.' "

One day about 100 years ago, a minister of a little 


church at Kelso, Scotland, decided to write a hymn 
for the boys and girls of his Sunday School. 


Dr. Horatius Bonar was the pastor, and "I Lay 


My Sins On Jesus" was his song. It was the first 
hymn which Dr. Bonar ever attempted but it com- 
pares very well with the many other religious 
poems which he turned out in the years that fol- 
lowed. 


When it made its bow to the public in "Songs 


For The Wilderness" which the author published 
in 1843, it carried the title, "The Fullness of Jesus." 
It is still in wide use tod|iy. 


Dr. Bonar was born in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 


1808, was graduated from the University of Edin- 
burgh, and was ordained in 1837. Shortly after his 
ordination, he accepted a call to the pastorate at 
Kelso where he served as a minister of the Estab- 
lished Church of Scotland. In later years he helped 
to found the Free Church of Scotland and became 
pastor of the Chalmers Memorial Church in Edin- 
burgh. He died in 1889.

We are told every effort is b eing made b y 
the adm inistration to b alance the b udget and 
to reduce tax es. 
We haven’t the slightest notion how much 
it will* cost to send a delegation of governors 
ab road to Korea to appraise the situation 
there lor the b enefit of the American people— 
or w hether these governors will b e ex pected 
to pay their own way. 
It is an interesting delegation which will 
make the trip, the news columns reveal. 
It 
will b e headed b y Gov. Thornton of Colorado, 
who is chairm an of the governors* conference. 
His selection to head the junket is in no way 
complicated b y the fact that he was one of 


the chief b oosters for President Eisenhower 
against the late Bob Taft. Then there is Gov. 
Allan Shivers of Tex as. 
He b olted his own 
party’s nominee to support Mr. Eisenhower. 
Nex t is Gov. John Fine of Pennsylvania. He 
fell in line for Eisenhower after some court­ 
ing. 
Then already eager for the trip, w ith 
tongues hanging out, are Gov. M urray of Ok­ 
lahoma and Gov. Kennon of L# ouisiana, There 
m ay not b e money for an ex panded soil con­ 
servation program or for resource development 
in the Missouri Basin, b ut if Uncle Sam picks 
up the check for this junket, the pursestrings 
are not b eing pulled tight as they could and 
should b e. 


Benson's Nebraska Visit 


In the clatter of events, Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Benson’s first N eb raska visit may 
not have received the attention it deserved, 
with agriculture the chief source of Ne­ 
b raska income. 
Mr. Benson w’as greeted b y an overflow 
audience at Columb us in the afternoon in a 
ftrm er-b usinessm an gathering. 
He had an 
ex cellent attendance 
in Omaha where he 
spoke to the Farm ers Union. 
The S tar’s representative at the Columb us 
m eeting reported to the editor that Mr. Ben­ 
son, one of the two controversial figures in 
the Eisenhower administration, got a polite 
b ut anything b ut enthusiastic reception from 
his 
listeners 
there. 
The 
applause 
was 
courteous b ut the heart wasn’t in it. 
Chris 
Milius, just elected to his 14th term as head 
of the Farm ers Union, a memb er of Benson’s 
advisory council, is pal.sy-walsy with Benson’s 
farm ideas, we assume, b ut after re-electing 
him and listening to Benson, the organization 
went on record through resolution in favor 
of the present fix ed farm price support pro­ 
gram and against Mr. Benson’s pet crusade 
for a flex ib le support program b ased upon 75 
to 90 per cent of parity. 
In short. Secretary Benson did not sell his 
plan to Neb raskans. 
We doub t that he won 
any new converts, or that in spite of all his 
fervor and zeal, he convinced anyone that 
b ack of his plan was sound knowledge and 
thinking ab out the farm er and the farm er’s 
lot. The most ob vious ab surdity upon which 
Benson ham m ers day after day Is that stanza 
in his song which reads that the prob lem of 
surpluses will b e cured b y lower support 
prices. No doub t Mr. Benson b elieves it. He 
likes to sing it. But there is nothing on which 
he can put his finger to estab lish the fact 
that lower prices encourage the farm er to 
produce less, thus avoiding surpluses which 
depress prices. Most Neb raskans from actual 
ob servation know that the farm er confronted

degree faced no pro blem In getting It bey o nd 
co mply ing with the co nditio ns and require­ 
ments under which the degree was Issued by 
the graduate co llege. 


To reduce this distressing hassle on the 
campus 
of the University of Neb raska 
to 
simplest term s, that did not .satisfy the ruling 
powers 
of the Teachers College, including 
Dean Henzlik and his associates. They wanted 
to Issue a doctor’s degree of their own— a 
“D. of Ed” — for the 
teacher. 
In setting 
up 
the 
conditions 
for 
it, 
there was more em pha- 
sis upon teaching m eth­ 
ods and adm inistration, at the sacrifice of the 
the b road cultural foundations of education. 
We think the adm inistration of the University 
of Neb raska, the Board of Regents, made a 
tragic mistake in setting up provision for a 
doctor’s degree in the Teachers College, and 
in so doing, yielding to an incessant pressure 
and clamor from the ranks of the school men 
who may discover b efore all this b usiness is 
over that they w ere not serving their own b est 
cause. Nothing in the controversy is new. It 
has b een in progress for years. The Teachers 
College has b een edging in year after year, its 
foot in the door, seeking greater dominance 
and influence in the life of a university com­ 
posed of a num b er of colleges.

Publicly , at least, Dean lienslik and his 
asso ciates hsv e nev er made It clear why the 
degrees under the jurisdictio n o f the Grad­ 
uate Co llege are unacceptable to the Teachers 
Co llege. What is It sho ut the standards pre­ 
scribed by the Graduate Co llege that the 
Teachers Co llege do es no t like? W'hst are the 
requirements Impo sed by the Graduate Co l- 
lese to which the Teachers Co llege o bjects? 
Thus far It appears to be the po sitio n o f the 
Bo ard o f Regents that the burden o f pro o f 
rests upo n the Graduate Co llege to defend the 
standards which It establishes fo r the granting 
o f the do cto r’s degree. It Is an attitude that 
do es no t make sense either In terms o f 
sensible administrativ e po licy o r so und Intel­ 
lectual go als.

Arnold Toynb ee, the celeb rated British his­ 
torian who, some say, is to his field w hat Ein­ 
stein is to physics, has completed his tenth and 
final volume of his great study of history. 
It 
now lies open to the world to judge its merits 
b y the test of trial. 
' 
Toynb ee has discarded the old concept of 
history which is generally conceded to have 
b een a running chronicle of justification b y 
figures of power who lived to tell the story 
their way b ecause they were the survivors. 
He has chosen to regard the true story of 
civilization as one portraying hum ankind re­ 
sponding to challenge, ob livious in its great 
movements to petty conquerors and famous 
b attles. 


If history is to b e a tex tb ook toward which 
hum ankind can turn w ith real reliance it 
m ust reveal great truths. It must show action 
and its accurate reaction. It must b e a guide 
to the future b y ex amples from the past. 
If 
it is not that and does not do those things it is 
a false and ruinous teacher. 
W hether Toynb ee has detected the con­ 
straining principles of civilization rem ains to 
b e seen. It must b e adm itted that he has ad­ 
vanced a formula that is indeed provocative. 
But time will tell. Hum an kind will have to 
apply its prob lems to his yardstick. 
If his 
processes and principles are right the results 
will reveal it. 
If he is right, then he la s 
given to the world something greater than 
atomic fisió n. 
He will have shown the way 
of calculating the future.

Research Is A Tool 


(Fro m The Minneapo lis Tribune) 
The president of Canada’s atomic energy 
control b oard said something recently that de- 
.serves to b e repeated and m arked for the at­ 
tention of Americans who wish to look wisely 
to the future. 


At a dinner given in his honor in Ottawa, 
Dr. C. J. Mackenzie spoke of the increase in 
effectiveness and equality of Canadian science 
during the past several years and then added; 
“But of greater importance, our govern- 
ments and the people have recognized that 
effective national science is one of the essen­ 
tial activities on which the strength and well­ 
b eing of a modern nation depends, in peace 
as well as in war.” 


The Canadian people have implemented 
their understanding b y providing generous 
financial support ofr their National Research 
financial support for their National Research 
increased 30 per cent and government reve­ 
nues have risen eight-fold. But the Canadian 
government is spending 16 times as much on 
research as it was spending in 1939, 
In the United States, research has led to a 
great flowering in many b ranches of science, 
and to the production of consumer goods in 
b ewildering variety and of high quality. Yet 
there are those who argue that we could do 
with less research—or that it should b e left 
wholly to private initiative. 
Industry has made great strides in research 
and spends an increasing amount on it an­ 
nually. 
That is a healthy development. 
But 
this country also needs a vigorous and ex ­ 
panding program of research under govern­ 
mental auspices.

When it failed to arrive, Langer 
phoned Deputy Attorney Gen­ 
eral Bill Rogers and repeated his 
demand. 
“But Earl W arren is one of 
the most distinguished men in 
this country. He has b een elected 
governor 
of

times,” protested Rogers. 
“Well, he’s going to b e treated 
just 
like 
everyone 
else 
who 
comes * b efore our committee,” 
snorted the North Dakotan. 
Langer then made It clear that 
Warren wo n’t b e co nfirmed to 
the natio n's highest Judicial po st 
until an FBI inv estigatio n has 
been made. 
Chief source of the complaints 
against W arren, California’s ex - 
Attorney General Howser, who 
would like to see W arren’s con­ 
firm ation

A DEMOCRAT ON LI.NCOLN 
Now that all the high-powered 
oratory 
commemorating 
Lin­ 
coln’s b irthday, most of it b y 
Repub licans, has died down and 
Congress i.s ready to get b ack to 
work, it might b e interesting to 
note the speech of a Democrat— 
Sen. Tom Burke of Ohio. 
Mr. Burke, long-time m ayor of 
Cleveland, made a modest little 
speech ab out Lincoln the other 
day which hardly got a line in 
the new.spapers and certainly 
isn’t going to b e relished b y 
some of the b oys on Capitol Hill. 
Among other things, he dug up 
some pungent quotes from Lin­ 
coln. 
“Lincoln,” said 
Sen. Burke, 
“was deeply preoccupied with 
the rights of people, not just the 
high and mighty, b ut of all the 
people. 
Lincoln was opposed to 
sacrificing principle for political 
gain and he was opposed to sac­ 
rificing people for political gain. 
“Lincoln said: ’Never add the 
weight of . . . character to a 
charge against (a) fellow man, 
w ithout knowing it to b e true 
. . . I b elieve it is an estab lished 
m ax im in morals that he who 
makes an assertation without 
knowing w hether it is true 
or 
false, is guilty of falsehood, and 
the accidental truth of the asser­ 
tion does not justify or ex cuse 
him. 
This max im ought to b e 


particularly held in view when 
we contemplate an attack upon 
the reputation of our neighb or.’ 
“Recently Postmaster General 
Summerfield,” continued Burke, 
“said in a prepared speech that 
the governm ent had rid itself of 
2.200 security risks and added 
this calculated phrase, ‘Some­ 
how I do not feel too amiab ly 
inclined 
toward 
people 
who 
make treason a preoccupation.’ 
“Lincoln said: 
‘I b elieve we 
need nothing so much as to get 
rid of unjust suspicion of one 
another.’ 
“The President’s legal coun­ 
sel, Bernard Shanley,” continued 
Burke, “recently 
asserted 
that 
‘1,456 
sub versives 
have

kicked out of the government 
since the President took office.*

One day ab out 100 years ago, a m inister of a little 
church at Kelso, Scotland, decided to w rite a hymn 
for the b oys and girls of his Suryiay School. 
Dr. Horatius Bonar was the pastor, and “I Lay 
My Sin.s On Jesus” was his song. It was the first 
hym n which Dr. Bonar ever attem pted b ut it com­ 
pares very well with the m any other religious 
poems which he turned out in the years that fol­ 
lowed. 
W hen it made its b ow to the pub lic in “Songs 
For The W ilderness” which the author pub lished 
in 1843, it carried the title, “The Fullness of Jesus.” 
It is still in w’ide use tod^v. 
Dr. Bonar was b orn in Edinb urgh, Scotland, in 
1808, was graduated from the University of Eel in­ 
b urgh, and was ordained in 1837. Shortly after his 
ordination, he accepted a call to the pastorate at 
Kelso where he served as a minister of the Estab ­ 
lished Church of Scotland. In later years he helped 
to found the Free Church of Scotland and b ecame 
pastor of the Chalmers M emorial Church in Edin­ 
b urgh. He died in 1889.

Dairy Husbandry, urged those at- 
tending to conduct production 
testing during the entire milk- 
giving period of a cow's life. The 
cost of testing, he said, can be 
paid out of feed savings on one 
cow that should be culled. 


It is possible to save over $1,000 


in high protein supplements by 
properly harvesting 20 acres of 
alfalfa as compared to poor har- 
vesting, he added, indicating what 
can be accomplished in improving 
quality of hay, silage and pasture 
by improving harvesting methods.

WASHINGTON (ff) — A Re- 


publican housing program, fol- 
lowing through on President Eis-. 
enhower's Jan. 25 recommenda- 
tions, was formally introduced 
in Congress Friday. 


The legislation would reduce 


by as much as $1,000 the down 
payments required for homes 
bought with mortgages insured 
by the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration (FHA). 


It would also allow a stretch- 


out in repayment periods from 
the present. 20 or 25 years up to 
30 years, and give the President 
broad powers to change interest 
rates, down payments, and re- 
payment periods on mortgages 
insured by the FHA and the Vet- 
erans Administration. 


Congressional comment on the 


new plan centered on a section 
which would provide 10 million 
dollars of federal aid to help 
states apd. communities blue- 
print non-housing public works 
projects in case the economic 
situation should require a full- 
scale public works program. 


Good Standby

Soviet Russia Kicks Out Hopes For Austrian Independence

BERLIN (JP) — soviet Russia 


refused Friday night to free Aus- 
tria. It blasted the last chance 
for European settlement at the 
Big Four conference. 


Soviet Foreign Minister Molo- 


tov knocked out Austrian hopes 
of independence in the fore- 
seeable future with these 
demands: 


1. Soviet troops must remain 


in Austria as long as Germany 
is divided between East and 
West. 


2. Even a so-called independ- 


ence treaty for Austria must de- 
pend on banning the key Adria- 
tic seaport of Trieste now in 
American and British hands from 
use as a Western military base. 


The Russian demands, hidden 


behind the preamble of a resolu- 
tion piously proposing the com- 
pletion of an Austrian treaty 
within three months, appalled the 
Western ministers. 


Dulles "Chilled" 


. U. S. Secretary of State Dulles 
exclaimed the Molotov proposal 
"gives me a cold chill." A British 
• spokseman called it an attempt 
• to perpetuate Russian occupation 
after a mock restoration of Aus- 
tria's independence. 


French F o r e i g n Minister 


Georges Bidault, Friday's chair- 
man, asserted the Russians were 
trying to turn the clock back in 
Austria to 1945. 


Significantly, Dulles ihen an- 


nounced he could "not remain in- 
definitely in Berlin," but must get 
back to Washington next week to 
report to President Eisenhower 
and Congress before attendig the 
Inter-American Conference open- 
ing at Caracas, 
March 1. 


Venezuela, on 


On the American's suggestion, 


the Big Four set up a committee 
to schedule the order of discus- 
sions in the few days remaining 
and to set a tentative adjourn- 
ment date. 


Scant Hope Held 


Only a glimmer of hope re- 


mained that some ground might 
be gained toward settlement of 
Asian issues, including the break- 
ing of the deadlock on a Korean 
peace conference. 


Grim silence reigned at the 


West Berlin headquarters .of Aus- 
trian Foreign Minister Leopold 
Figl, who pleaded at the minis- 
ters' table Friday for his coun- 
try's freedom. In Austria, the re- 
action was one of deep gloom. 


A diplomatic source disclosed 


Dulles, Bidault and British For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden will 
offer Russia a new guarantee — 
a written pledge that Germany, 
as a member of the proposed 
European Defense Community 
(EDC), never would be permitted 
to engage in any aggression 
against the Soviet Union. 


Western diplomats regarded it 


as a, hopeless, but necessary ges- 
ture. None expect Molotov to 
waver from his granite insistence 
on killing off EDC and breaking 
up the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization (NATO) as conditions 
for unifying Germany.

Such a re-hearing appears to 
be the only possible stumbling 
block left to the successful nego- 
tiation of contracts for purchase 
by the eight cities of power from 
the System (NPPS). 


Perry stated he has not yet 


discussed with League members 
the Supreme Court ruling which 
stated that the municipalities 
were not entitled to consolidated 
billing through Legaue member- 
ship.

own power plant rather than 
purchases from NPPS. 


City Engineer D. L. Erickson 


reports that Lincoln now pur- 
chases about 00 per cent of its 
power from the System. 


Other city officials expressed 


hope that the Supreme Court 
ruling would clarify the power 
situation so negotiations could 
proceed at once with NPPS. 


Councilman Pat Ash, a mem- 


ber of the Council Power Com- 
mittee, stated that "if the Coun- 
cil agrees, the committee should 
sit down and start negotiating 
with the Public Power System. 
We should definitely move ahead 
now in some direction." 


As to further efforts to obtain 
consolidating billing, Ash stated 
that there may be a* question of 
how profitable such action would 
be. Such efforts, he said, may 
mean Lincoln will be paying a 
costly premium for the power it 
receives while the question is 
being settled. 


"The court ruling," said R. E. 


Campbell, chairman of the dty's 
Power Advisory Committee, 
"certainly clarifies the situation 
to the point where it would seem 
advisable for the Council Power 
Committee to start negotiations 


for a long term contract with 
more favorable rates." 


According to Jerry Gentleman, 


manager" of the Platte Valley 
Public Power and Irrigation Dis- 
trict, the NPPS "would be happy 
to negotiate with the several 
cities at any time." 


Gentleman added that the 


NPPS board of directors has 
already approved the use of the 
lower A-O-1 rate for the cities 
until permanent contracts can be 
arranged. Such action, he said, 
must now be approved by Con- 
sumers and the REAs.
